Report Says They Lost 15,000 Men 
and the Russians 3000. 


ÍBE

St. Petersburg. May 24.—It is report- 
ed that Foreign Minister Lamsdorff 
hae received a message from the Rus- 
sian consul at Chefoo, saying that the 
Japanese have made a land attack on 
Port Arthur and that in doing so they 


lost 15,000 men killed or wounded. The 
Russian loss is placed at 3000 men. 
The ultimate outcome of the 
fighting 
is not stated. 


Reports were also received 
from 
Liao Yang that the Japanese made a 
land attack on Port Arthur, but were 
repulsed with heavy loss. 


Naval Activity at Port Arthur. 


Chefoo. May 24.—During a cruise 
round the Liao Tung peninsula the dis- 
patch boat Fawan discovered signs of 
renewed activity on the part of Ad- 
miral Togo's fleet near Port Arthur 
and Dalny. 


A flotilla of nine torpedo boats and 
destroyers was seen proceeding in the 
direction of Port Arthur. There are in- 
dications that the entrance to 
the 
harbor is only partly blocked. The Rus- 
sians are said to have destroyed their 
big ships and many Chinese junks are 
said to have been blown up by the 
mines which the Russians have floated 
out into the Liao Tung^ gulf and the 
Laothleshan channel, to the great risk 
of all shipping. 


General Oku's preparations to at- 
tack Port Arthur.are steadily progres- 
sing. The Jap troops are occupying 
the main positions commanding the 
approaches to the Kin Chow isthmus. 
The second and third army corps are 
co-operating in driving Kuropatkin's 
detachments out of the Liao Tung pe- 
ninsula. Operations for the seizure of 
the isthmus will be assisted by war- 
ships lying in shore on both flanks of 
the land forces. 


It Is not expected that great diffi- 
culty Mill be experienced in capturing 
the most northerly line of 
Russian 
works, but the defenses on the semi- 
•circle of hills some three miles from 
the dock yard are a serious problem. 
They consist of permanent works con- 
nerted ])y intrenchments not open to 
combined military and naval assault. 


While the Japs desire to reduce Port 
Arthur with as little delay as possible 
they have no intention of proceeding 
in a headlong manner. They do not 
regard 
the situation as calling for 
such haste as might involve disaster 
to the besieging or assaulting army. 
The only thing likely to bring affairs 
to an immediate climax would be the 
appearance of the Baltic fleet on the 
scene. 


Heavy bombardment, followed by as- 
sault, are the tactics to be employed 
against the iortress. 


Third Japanese Army Mobilizing, 
London, May 24.—A dispatch to the 
Dally Mail from Yin Kow says: "A 
Japanese third army Is mobilizing at 
Hiroshima. A change in the Japanese 
plan arising from the naval disaster 
involves the utilizing of the second 
army for the reduction of Port Artlmr, 
and therefore the first army is en- 
trenching at Feng "Wang Cheng." 


The Morning Post's Shanghai cor- 
respondent says it is reported that the

JAPS MAKE 
U N D ATTACK ON 
PORT ARTHUR 


Report Says They Lost 15,000 Men 
and the Kussiaus 3000. 


THÜ 
OUTCOME 
NOT 
STATED 


S t Petersburg, May 24.—It is report­ 
ed that Foreign Minister Lamsdorff 
hae received a message from the Rus- 
^jian consul at Chefoo, saying that the 
Japanese have made a land attack on 
Port Arthur and that in doing so they 
lost 15,000 men killed or wounded. The 
Russian loss is placed at 3000 men. 
The ultimate outcome of the fighting 
is not stated. 
Reports were also received 
from 
Liao Yang that the Japanese made a 
land attack on Port Arthur, but were 
repulsed with heavy loss. 


Naval Activity at Port Arthur. 
Chefoo, May 24.—During a cruise 
round the Liao Tung peninsula the dis­ 
patch boat Fawan discovered signs of 
renewed activity on the part of Ad­ 
miral T o .r;o 's fleet near Port Arthur 
and Dalny. 
A flotilla of nine torpedo boats and 
destroyers was seen proceeding in the 
direction of Port Arthur. There are in­ 
dications that the entrance to the 
harbor is only partly blocked. The Rus­ 
sians are said to have destroyed their 
big ships and many Chinese junks are 
said to have been blown up by the 
mines which the Russians have floated 
out into the Liao Tung^ gulf and the 
Laothieshan channel, to the great risk 
of all shipping. 
General Oku’s preparations to at­ 
tack Port Arthur.are steadily progres­ 
sing. The Jap troops are occupying 
the main positions commanding the 
approaches to the Kin Chow isthmus. 
The second and third army corps are 
cooperating in driving Kuropatkin’s 
detachments out of the Liao Tung pe­ 
ninsula. Operations for the seizure of 
the isthmus will be assisted by war­ 
ships lying in shore on both flanks of 
the land forces. 
It is not expected that great diffi­ 
culty Mill be experienced in capturing 
the most northerly line of Russian 
works, blit the defenses on the semi­ 
circle of hills some three miles from 
the dock yard are a serious problem. 
They consist of permanent works con­ 
nected by intrenchments not open to 
combined military and naval assault. 
While the Japs desire to reduce Port 
Arthur with as little delay as possible 
they have no intention of proceeding 
in a headlong manner. They do not 
regard the situation as calling for 
such haste as might involve disaster 
to the besieging or assaulting army. 
The only thing likely to bring affairs 
to an immediate climax would be the 
appearance of the Baltic fleet on the 
scene. 
Heavy bombardment, followed by as­ 
sault, are the tactics to be employed 
against the fortress. 


Third Japanese Army Mobilizing» 
London, May 24.—A dispatch to the 
Dally Mail from Yin Kow says: *'A 
Japanese third army Is mobilizing at 
Hiroshima. A change in the Japanese 
plan arising from the naval disaster 
involves the utilizing o£ the second 
army for the reduction of Port Artlmr, 
and therefore the first army is en­ 
trenching at Feng Wang Cheng.*' 
The Morning Post's Shanghai cor- 
respondynt says it is reported that the 
Russians are removing stores and pro­ 
visions to Harbin, and that 100 loco- 
^motives and SOO cars are collected at 
Liao Yang in readiness to convey pas­ 
sengers and goods. Therefore, he says, 
the conclusion is that the Russians are 
preparing tp retreat. 


Japs' Camp Infected With 'Cholera, 
Liao Ya,ng, May 24.~According to 
the latest reports the Japanese camps 
are Inlected with cholera, and there is 
an average of 100 deatiis daily-.

DEATH IN EXPLOSION 


Torpedo Plant at Findlay, O., Blown Up 
With Frightful Results. 
Findlay, 0., May 23.—As a result of 
an explosion in the two drying rooms 
of the Lake Shore Novelty Company's 
plant here, seven persons are known 
to be dead, five are so seriously h^rt 
that recovery is believed to be impos­ 
sible, and 12 or 15 are injured badly. 
From reports of the physicians* 10 of 
the less seriously injured may die as a 
result of blood poisoning from the 
potash that was driven into their 
bodies. 
Tvvto employes are missing and are 
suppcised to have been blown to atoms. 
The Lake Shore Novelty Company 
plant covered nearly 10 acres of ground 
In the southvvest part of the city, and 
employed nearly 200 men, women and 
children. 
Railroad 
torpedoes 
and 
Fourth of July explosives wore manu- 
facti red. 
Owing to the large rush of orders, 
the ofRcials of the plant requested the 
employes to report for duty yesterday. 
About 30 complied with the request. 
In the morning the residents of 
Findlay wore startled by two explo­ 
sions rhat shattered windows through­ 
out the city. The concussion was felt 
for miles around. Two magazines, in 
separate rooms at the novelty works, 
let go simultaneously with terrific re­ 
ports. The exact cause of the explo­ 
sion is nôt definitely known. It is sur­ 
mised that one of the Sherwood broth­ 
ers, who were the only persons in the 
drying rooms, dropped a large box of 
torpedoes, but this theory cannot be 
confirmed. 
Human forms were scattered for a 
considerable distance. The remains of 
the Sherwood brothers were found in 
•drying room No. 1, mangled and al­ 
most unrecognizable. Their clothing 
was blown from their bodies, save a 
stocking on the right foot of Jay 
Sherwood. 
Three bodies were found at a dis­ 
tance of 300 feet from the scene of 
the explosion. 


SACRIFICËÜÎFE 
FOR CREDITORS 


Banker Kills Himself That $1,000,000 
iu Insurance May be Available. 


Camden, N, J., May 24.—Three per­ 
sons were killed and 10 others were 
injured, two of them probably fatally, 
by an explosion in the factory of the 
Independent Fireworks Company, on 
the outskirts of this city. 
The dead are: 
Simon Peradazzo, 
aged 18 years; Joseph Logolla, aged 
16 years, and Andrae Orvilla, aged 
17 years. 
Those believed to be fatally injured 
are Michael Scalona, aged 52 years, 
and Lenardo Pinto, aged 45 years, both 
of this city. 
Robert T. Weser, of Philadelphia, 
president of the company, and Joseph 
Scalona, vice president, were arrested 
and held in $15u0 ball to await the ac­ 
tion of the coroner. 
Vv'arrunts have 
been issued’‘for certain other ofilcers 
of the concern. 
The plant consists of a two-story 
brick store house 
and 
four frame 
sheds, one of which is used for mix­ 
ing the explosive composition placed 
in the fireworks. 
The explosion oc­ 
curred in this department The cause 
of the accident is yet to be positively 
determined. The theory of the work­ 
men is that Michael Scalona, father of 
the vice president of • the company, 
may have taken chlorate of potash out 
of a barrel with a shovel on which 
there was some sulphur. Some of the 
work peox)le had very narrow escapes. 
One girl was rescued from the roof 
of one of the sheds, where she had 
been carried by the force of the ex­ 
plosion. 
Those who were not killed suffered 
tortures, and their shrieks and cries 
added to the horror of the scene. The 
three girls and rheir fellow employes 
were buried beneath a Ipi’ge heap of 
boxes, and when rescued presented a 
gruesome 
appearance. Their

Macon, Ga., May 23.—A tragic se- 
uqel to the crash last week of the pri­ 
vate bank of 1.

R. H. Plant, the head of both institu­ 
tions, committed suicide, thereby mak­ 
ing available oVer $1,000,000 life insur­ 
ance for payment on liabilities 
of 
about $800,000 of the two banking in- 
stltntlons. 
That Mr, Plant deliberately sacri­ 
ficed his life that the creditors should 
not suffer is believed by his most in­ 
timate friends and by banking and in­ 
surance men who knew him here. 
During the past 25 years Mr. Plant 
had 
accumulated 
life 
insurance 
amounting to $1,015,888, K>n which he 
“was payiiig an annual premium qf 
about $43,000. As a result of his death 
the indications are that the creditors 
oi the two banks will not lose a ôîngle 
penny. 
Many of the creditors are 
working people, whose deposits repre­ 
sent years of self-denial and saving. 
At least $800,000 of Mr. Plant's life in­ 
surance is now made payabh to his 
estate, and îhls amount, it is estl»- 
mated, will fully cover his îiabilities. 
Mr. Plant had been ill for ^two 
months past. 
When the banks col­ 
lapsed ugly charges were circulated 
because he failed to make any state­ 
ments as to the cause. 
During his 
Illness, especially since the failure of 
his institutions, he had b^een closely 
watched at his home in College street 
here by his iamijy and nurres for fear 
he would commit soiu'^ ra^h act. 
He had ifcld his nurse he wished to 
Tie down. Twenty minutes later he 
UFked to be assisted to the bathroom 
While there he sent the nurse for a 
glass of jniJk.

There he

fired. The AursCv returning with the

The dangers of first love are greater to a girl than they are to a youth. 
Separate any girl of seventeen from her lover, whom she regards as abso­ 
lutely necessary to her happiness and peace of mind, and ten years later bring 
the two together once more. 
Almost invariably the first sensation of the woman will be a rush of self­ 
contempt, her predominating idea, “How could I have been such a little fool?” 
During the unsettled period of life known as the etfrly teens, when, physi­ 
cally, mentally and morally, the boy and girl are being moulded into shape, 
courtship usually has the charm of forbidden fruit.

THIS WOMAN BREEDS MICE. 


4 Profitable Butlne**, B u t W hat 13o th# 
Buyer* Do >¥1111 Them ? 
Breeding white, piebald, black and 
Japanese mice is the latest household 
Industry which is receiving attention. 
A woman living on the northern out­ 
skirts of the city has embarked in the 
business extensively. 
The mice sell 
wholesale at the rate of $10 per 100, 
and regularly once every week she de­ 
livers fifty of them to the leading bird 
and animal dealer, who sends them out 
to his customers in this and other 
cities. In this way she earns $5 every 
week, and $21 and $22 per week from 
the other sales of her mice. 
It would be hard to imagine easier 
money than the $3 which she receives 
weekly for her “dwarf cattle.” 
The 
rearing of fancy mice involves little or 
no work, and the proceeds are for the 
most part pure gain. 
She has at her 
home part of a large room partitioned 
off, and the floor covered with straw 
and earth. 
This is her mouse farm. 
It must be cleaned up now and then, 
and new strawr and earth put in for the 
mice, but aside from this her only care 
is to feed them twice per day and keep 
their basin full of fresh water. 
The 
mice increase at such a rapid rate that 
by selling fifty every week she is able 
to keep the number down to about tho 
original limits.—Washington Tost. 


The “Dream of the Navigator” 
B y George E th clb ert W alsh 
HIS great “dream of the navigator” is almost as old as the dis­ 
cover of America. It was when the conviction spread abroad 
in Europe, that Columbus had only discovered a new conti­ 
nent, and not a new western passage to the wealth of the 
Indies, that men of travel and science began to think of open­ 
ing a navigable channel from the Atlantic to the Pacific. As 
early as 15S1 a survey was made to see if North and South 
America could not be cut in two. Captain Antonio Pereira, 
Governor of Costa Eica, explored a route by way of the San 
Juan Biver, the lake of tho same name, and tho rivers which empty into tlie 
Gulf of Nicoya, Costa Rica. This early survey was tho first actual beginning 
of the story of Panama, which now promises to reach a conclusion within the 
next ten years. Diego do Mercado, about thirty-nine years later, made a sur­ 
vey of the Nicaragua route, and recommended to King Philip of Spain the 
construction of an interoceanic canal along the lines described by him. From 
that time to the year when the French company, under tho famous French en­ 
gineer Ferdinand de Lesseps, essayed to cut tho Isthmus of Panama in two, 
the Nicaragua and Panama routes have been periodically surveyed and resur­ 
veyed until probably no other out-of-the-way corner of the earth has received 
half as much examination and geographical attention.—St. Nicholas. 


X npolcon’i Bed F or Sale, 
The bed on Avhicli Napoleon died at 
St. Helena is being offered for sale in 
Paris, The bedstead is made of brass, 
and was given by the Emperor to 
Comte de Montholon, who was with 
him at St. Helena.

There Is a disposition to regard tho criminal as irretrievable and as a nec­ 
essary part of an imperfect civilization. He can be taught to avoid prison and 
become a good citizen. In the old days from seventy to eighty per cent, of 
convicted men and women returned to their former lives. 
Under the reform 
system that is being widely introduced in this and other countries, the percent­ 
age is lessened to twenty per cent. In the new prison the first offenders and 
the boys are not huddled together with hardened criminals to learn their ways 
and thoughts.

Then 
fold the circles together and crease 
Into eight sections.

from the back cut slashes on each side 
about three and a half Inches deep 
irom 
the bottom. 
These are for 
fdeeves. Catch together the two open 
«Ides of the middle .section on each 
«ide for the sleeve, and also draw the 
two open sides under it together for 
the under arm seam, and the shape of 
the little garment is complete. 
A 
lining of China silk in white or pale 
blue or pink is usually used, and all 
of the edges are finished with a bind- 
ing of wash ribbon, a silk crocheted 
border or a buttonhole stitched scal- 
lop. 
Fagoting or French knots may 
also contribute to the ornament. The 
flleeves and under arm pieces are tied 
together with bows of wash ribbon, 
which is also used to fasten the sacque 
at the front 
A charming little ki- 
mona is made in a similar fashion of 
a square of cloth, the corners forming 
back, front and sleeves.—New York 
Sun.

Tlia IraportfiBt Art of Manlcura* 


Much has been said about the art 
of manicure, but few girls out of their 
«canty pocket-money can afford the 
fee of a professional manicure. 
How- 
ever, a girl with a steady and light 
hand, after a little practice, can mani- 
cure as well as most professionals. 
' For the result to be satisfactory the 
nailg should be well and carefully 
manicured at least once a week, and 
(should be polished dally, 
Here is a 
list of necessary Instruments: 


Polisher, cuticle knife, cuticle scls- 
lors, nail scissors, Ivory nail presser, 
steel file, emery boards, orange wood 
«ticks, nail paste, nail powder and 
Heansing fiuld. A manicure case Is a 
.very expensive article Indeed to buy 
—that Is, one properly stocked with 
good Instruments; however, all Instru- 
ments can be bought separately, which 
will be found far more satisfactory 
than purchasing a cheap manicure 
case. 


1, Cut the nails the shape desired, 
file them carefully with a steel file, 


and then with an emery board, nslng 
the coarse side; now give a few down- 
ward strokes to the extreme edge of 
the nails with the fine side of the 
emery board. This removes any uu- 
evenness that may have been caused 
by the use of the steol file. 


2. Immerse both hands In a warm 
soapy lather for a fow miuntr-= dry, 
then gently loosen, with a cuticle kuife, 
the cuticle adhering to the nail; should 
this be long or ragged» trim carefully 
with the cuticle scissors. 


3. Dip an orange wood stick into the 
cleansing fluid and moisten round and 
unden ..;h the cinticle; this fluid re- 
moves all stains from the nails or 
finger tips, 


4. Use the ivory presser, beginning' 
at the edge of the nail and working 
round, carefully pressing back the 
skin. 


5. Apply a little paste to each nail, 
and on this dust a little powder; 
polish lightly and quickly; apply more 
l}Owdei\ and repolish. 


Great care must be taken in using 
the cuticle knife, as one is apt to injure 
the enamel, ospooially when operating 
on the nails of the right hand.-New 
York News.

FIRST STAGE OF CATARRH.

EXPENSIVE AUTOMOBILINQ.

adding heavy damages to his owner's 
liabilities. And If in these little ses- 
sions of capering over the prostrate 
heads of a 
frlghte^ed populace he 
should kill or maim for life a few citi- 
zens, there naturally would be still 
greater doubt in the owner's mind as 
to the advisability of keeping so trou- 
blesome a carrier. Yet that Is the pre- 
cise situation of the fast speed auto- 
mobllist. 
The wear and tear on the 
tires of a heavy automobile is reck- 
oned by experts to be equal to four or 
five cents per mile, which is more than 
the fuel to run it costs. 
Then the 
fines for exceeding the speed 
limit 
must be added to the damages for ac- 
cidents, caused by runaways of fright- 
ened horses, or, worse still, the runa- 
ways and explosions of the machines 
themselves. Taken altogether, it would 
seem to an onlooker who hadn't yet 
caught autocltis that Pucks' hill-old 
exclamation might be apropos—"What 
foola these mortals be!" 


Water Before Meals. 


While the general opinion of those 
supposed to be authorities on the mat- 
ter has been that the habit of drinking 
water at meals is a deleterious one, it 
is now stated, according to recent In- 
vesllgations, that a little water, if not 
too cold, is beneficial, a» it assists in 
the digestion of food. A too copious 
supply of water dilutes the 
gastric 
Juice, and If too cold lowers the tem- 
perature of the stomach below normal, 
thus impairing digestion. If, however, 
water is taken in limited quantities 
the gastric juice on food will be wash- 
ed aside, thereby facilitating absorp- 
tion.

The First Newspaper. 


There has been considerable contro- 
versy of late years as to which country 
should be conceded the honor of print- 
ing the first regular newspaper. Claims 
have been successively put forward 
for Italy. France, Germany, England 
and Holland, and all with some degree 
of plausibility, but it appears' from 
recent researches that neither one of 
these Is entitled to the distinction, and 
that precedence should be given to 
Belgium. It has been established by 
the antiquaries that a certain Abra- 
ham Ver.hoeven, of Antwerp, obtained 
from the Archduke and Duchess Al- 
bert and Isabelle the prlvile^re of print- 
ing a news sheet. As the first German 
paper appeared In 1615 at Frankfort, 
the first Dutch paper in 1G17. the first 
English paper, the Weekly Gazette, In 
1622. and the first French paper in 
1631. It would seem that 
Antwerp's 
claims have some foundation, and that 
the Belgian city Initiated what has be- 
come one of the most Influential fac- 
tors In modern life and progress. On 
the strength of this- It Is proposed to 
hold a great tercentenary celebration 
In Antwerp some time during the year 
1905. 


New Chinese Minister. 


Although the diplomatic circles at 
Washington lost a treasure In Wu- 
Ting-Fang, the late Chinese Minister, 
his place Is likely to be well filled 
by his successor. 
Sir 
Liang-Cheng. 
That distinguished Oriental will soon 
marry the daughter of Yu-Keng, the 
Chinese Minister at Paris, The wed- 
ding will take place at Peking before 
the Minister leaves for Washington, 
arriving early in January, Sir Liang's 
fiancee is described as a perfect type 
of Celestial beauty and as unusually 
accomplished. She Is 22 years old and 
has lived for the last three years at 
her father's legation, being almost as 
well known in Parisian society as 
Madame Wu was In Washington. 


THE BAKER'S OVEN. 


Waterproof Briquettes. 


Consul B, H. Warner reports from 
Leipzig: 
All briquettes which 
have 
hitherto been manufactured by means 
of soluble cements (such as dextrin 
molasses, lixiviated cellulose, oxidized 
lignine, resígnate of ammonia, etc,) 
dissolve in water, ftichard Bock, an 
engineer of 
Merseburg. province of 
Saxony, has found a method for mak- 
ing briquette which are entirely water- 
proof. He heats the finished briquettes 
until the cement is wholly or partly 
carbonized, which makes them indis- 
soluble. 
In case the Ignition temper- 
ature of the cement is likely to be at- 
tained the heating must take place in 
an air-tight case or by means of hot 
gases. 


How 
Bakers Themselves 
Determin« 
It by Mere Touch of Hand. 


"Bakers have a curious way of tell- 
ing just what the temperature of the 
oven Is," said a downtown baker who 
has been In the business for more 
than a quarter of a century, "and they 
can tell, too, with almost marvelous 
accuracy. 
You take a man who la 
an expert In the business, and he can 
tell what the temperature 
of 
the 
oven is by simply touching the han- 
dle of the oven door. 
In nine cases 
out of ten he will not miss It the frac* 
tlon of a degree. 
Bakers have other 
ways, of course, of testing the heat 
of the oven. For instance, when bak- 
ing bread they sometimes 
throw 
a 
piece of white paper Into the oven, 
and If It turns brown the oven Is at 
the proper temperature, or, when bak- 
ing other things, they will throw a 
little cornmeal or flour Into the ovea 
In order to test the heat. 
But the 
baker's fingers are the best gauge and 
when you come to think of the differ- 
ent temperatures required in baking 
different things. It Is no small achieve- 
ment to oven approximate the heat 
of the oven by tou(hIng the handle 
of the oven door. Bakers figure that 
during the rising time of a loaf of 
bread, after it bas been placed in the 
oven. It ought to be In a temperature 
of 75 degrees Fahrenheit;» During the 
baking process, in order to cook the 
starch, expand the carbonic acid giaa, 
air and steam, and drive off the al- 
cohol, the Inside of the loaf must reg- 
ister at least 220 degrees. In baking 
rolls, buns, scones, tea biscuits, drop 
cakes, fancy cakes. New Year's cakes, 
muffins, puff cakes and things of that 
sort, the oven must show a heat oC 
450 degrees higher, 
\Vhen the ovea 
Is at 4U0 degrees. It isi fit for cream 
puffs, sugar cake, queen cakes, rock 
cakes, jumbles, lady fingers, rough and 
ready Jelly rolls. At 350 degrees wine 
cakes, cup cakes, ginger 
nuts 
and 
snaps, pies, ginger bread, spice cakes, 
such as raisin, currant, citron, pound, 
bride and so on, may be baked. It re- 
quires a still lower temperature to 
bake wedding cakes, kisses, 
anise 
•drops and things In this class. 
But 
whatever temperature the old baker 
wants, he can tell when he ha& it by 
simply touching the handle of tlie 
oven door."

A TEST FO R NIMBLE FINGERS. 
This Is a pretty, though fragile toy, 
nud the making of it will be inter* 
estiug and easy unless you have “clum­ 
sy” fingers. If you have it will be 
good exercise for tho purpose of mak­ 
ing them less clumsy. 
The whole machine is made en­ 
tirely of straw— there Isn’t a drop of 
glue or wax to hold It together. You 
must have good, sound, rye straw, un- 
threshed or at least unbroken. If you 
live in the city the straws which come 
in bundles ror use at soda w^ater 
fountains will furnish your material, 
but somo of them must bo larger than 
others so that they can be slipped over 
them. 
Tho wheel is made of two threc- 
Inch piecGS of coarco straw. Slit each 
piece for rather more than half its 
length into either three or four strips 
and bond these strips out until they 
are nearly perpendicular to the rest of 
tho straw, thus making a throe or 
four spoked wheel attacJed to a short 
tube. 
If these tubes are then slipped over 
a smaller straw with the snokes fac­ 
ing each other and Interlocking they 
will hold together well enough and 
form a windmill with sis or eight 
vanes, turninc; easily on Its straw axle. 
Tho cudo of this axle are inserted into 
slits made very carefully in tho mid­ 
dle cf two long coarse straws, which 
ere fastened together by two short 
and smaller straws Inserted near tlieir 
cuds in the same way.

Breeding white, piebald, black and 
Japanese mice is the latest household 
Industry which is receiving attention. 
A woman living on the northern out- 
skirts of tho city has embarked In the 
business extensively. 
The mice sell 
wholesale at tho rate of $10 per 100, 
and regularly once every week she de- 
livers fifty of them to the leading bird 
and animal dealer, who sends them out 
to his customers In this and other 
cities. In this way she earns $5 every 
week, and $21 and ?22 per week from 
the other sales of her mice. 


It would be hard to imagine easier 
money than the 
which she receives 
weekly for her "dwarf cattle." 
Tho 
rearing of fancy mice involves little or 
no work, and the proceeds are for the 
most part pure gain. 
She has at her 
home part of a large room partitioned 
ofi*. and the floor covered with straw 
and earth. 
This Is her mouse farm. 
It must be cleaned up now and then, 
and new straw and earth put in for tho 
mice, but aside from this her only care 
is to feed them twice per day and keep 
their basin full of fresh water. 
The 
mice Increase at such a rapid rate that 
by selling fifty every week she Is able 
to keep the number down to about tho 
original limits.—Washington Post. 


The "Dream of the Navigator"

niS great "dream of the navigator" is almost as old as the dis- 
covery of America. It was when the conviction spread abroad 
in Europe, that Columbus had only discovered a new conti- 
nent, and not a new western passage to the wealth of the 
Indies, that men of travel and science began to think of open- 
ing a navigable channel from the Atlantic to the Pacific. As 
early as 15S1 a survey was made to see if North and South 
America could not be cut In two. Captain Antonio Percira, 
^Governor of Costa Rica, explored a route by way of the San 
Juan River, the lake of the same name, and the rivers which empty Into the 
Gulf of Nlcoya, Costa Rica. This early sm*vey was the first actual beginning 
of the story of Panama, which now promises to reach a conclusion within the 
next ten years. Diego do Mercado, about thirty-nine years later, made a sur- 
vey of the Nicaragua route, and recommended to King Philip of Spain the 
construction of an Intcroceanlc canal along the lines described by him. From 
that time to the year when the French company, under the famous French en- 
gineer Ferdinand de Lesseps, essayed to cut the Isthmus of Panama in two, 
the Nicaragua and Panama routes have been periodically surveyed and resur- 
veyed until probably no other out-of-the-way corner of the earth has received 
half as much examination and geographical attention,—St. Nicholas. 


Js'aijolcon'i IJeil For Salo, 


The bed on which Napoleon died at 
St, Helena is being offered for sale in 
l\nris. The bedstead is made of bntss, 
and was given by the limperor to 
Comte de Montholon, who was with 
him at St. Helena. It is now the prop- 
erty of the Coantesse de Montholon, 
Avho is the last representative of tho 
family, and as she is very old and has 
no one to leave it to she is now willing 
to sell it. The Covatesse also has in her 
possession a dinner service that be- 
longed to Napoleon. 
Tlie price asl;ed 
for the bedstead Js £50.0u0. and it will 
most probably be secured by one of 
the American collectors of Napoleonic 
relics.

Ihe Patriotism of Ants

ANY times and in many ways the devotion of ants to their com- 
rade has been tested. The rule is well-nigh invariable of instant 
and absolute self-abnegation, and surrender of personal ease and 
appetite, life and limb to the public welfare. 


The posting of sentinels at gateways Is customary, and they 
are apt to know first the approach of danger. 
With heads and 
quivering antennae protruded from the opening these city watch- 
men not only dispatch within the news of threatening danger, 
but rush out with utter abandon to face the foe. With ants 
patriotism is not "second nature." 
It is instinctive, inborn, 
seemingly as strong In the callow antllng as in the veteran brave. 


It must be confessed, however, that it is rigidly exclusive. Racial cathol- 
icity is not an emmetorian virtue.

Crime and Poverty 


Can Be Eliminated

T is a common thing for people to look on sickness, poverty 
and crime, lamentable as they are. as unavoidable. I believe, 
on the other hand, that there is sufficient evidence to say that 
these calamities are avoidable, and that it is possible to find 
and eliminate the causes, just as the causes of illness are 
traced and destroyed by physicians. 


Poverty is largely ciuo to sickJiess. There is not only the 
avoidable suffering and death, but a colossal loss to the com- 
munity tiirough ravaging diseases, the causes of which are 
well known, and the remedies certain. 
I don't like to use the term, because 
it is often abused, but among the contrifuting causes Is '*thQ starvation 
M'age." 
Together with this are the excessive hours of work, exhausting 
strength, the sti'ength of the individual. 


There is a disposition to regard tho criminal as irretilevable and as a nec- 
essary part of an imperfect civilization. He can be taught to avoid prison and 
become a good citizen. In the old days from seventy to eighty per cent, of 
convicted men and women returned to their forjner lives. 
Under the reform 
system that is being widely introduced in this and other countries, the percent- 
age is lessened to twenty per cent. In the new prison the first offenders and 
the boys are not huddled together with hardened criminals to learn their ways 
iind thoughts. This change Js in the line of a social responsibility lived up to. 


In course of time society, reali;zing its ilisponsibilitles, will conti'ol the com- 
binations of Industry and wealth, and the public school system In which such 
great advances have been made will be brought to a far higher state of per- 
iection«

This is a pretty, though fragile toy, 
and tho making of it will be Inter- 
esting and easy unless you have "olum- 
sy*' lingers. 
If you have it will be 
good exercise for the purpose of mak- 
ing them less clumsy. 


The whole machine Is made 
en- 
tirely of straw— there Isn't a drop of 
glue or 
to hold it together. You 
must have good, sound, rye straw, un- 
threshed or at least unbroken. If you 
live In the city the straws which come 
in bundles ior use at soda w^ater 
fountains will furnish your material, 
but some of them must bo larger than 
others so that they can be slipped over 
them. 


Tho wheel Is made of two three- 
Inch pieccs of coarcG straw. Slit each 
piece for rather more than half its 
length into either three or four strips 
and bond tlicsc strips out until they 
are nearly perpendicular to the rest of 
tho straw, thus making a throe or 
four spoked wlieel attacJcd to a short 
tube. 


If these tubes arc then slipped over 
a smaller straw with tho s;iokes fac- 
ing each other and interlocking they 
will hold together well enough and 
form a windmill with si:: or eight 
vaucs, turnin:; easily on its straw axle. 
Tho euda of this axle are inserted into 
slits made very carefully in the mid- 
dle cf two long coarse straw^s, which 
r.ro fastened together by two short 
and smaller straws inserted near tlieir 
ends in the same way.

The recent strike among the gold 
beaters, tlie issues at stake being the 
Increase of wages and discharge of 
women employed in the business, must 
have caused a good many people to 
Inquire what a woman gold beater is. 
Gold beating is one of the smallest 
of American industries, as it is, in 
some respects, one of the most pecu­ 
liar, The conditions under which it 
exists enable the workmen to dicate 
terms to their employers, the latter 
frankly admitting that they have to 
either give in or go out of business. 
There are only about 500 gold beaters 
in this country; the work is expert, 
and not every one can ‘\earn it. The 
English and German workmen are too 
well paid to think of emigrating; and 
of course the contract labor law stands 
in the way of sending for tliem from 
this side. 
The recent strike was really on ac­ 
count of the women. The increase of 
wages would have been granted the 
men for the asking, but employers 
were reluctant to discharge for no 
cause women who served faithfully 
for low wages, did their work better 
than th’e men could do it, and were, 
in many cases, widows and orphans 
of the strikers’ fellow*workmen. They 
held out for seven weeks, hoping that 
the men would soften, but the hope 
was not realized. The women had to 
go. It is pleasant to know that one 
firm, the largest in New York, kept 
the discharged women’s names on the 
pay-roll, and will continue to send 
thom their wages until employment 
can be found for them. 
Small as the gold-beating industry 
Ih, and little notice as its troubles at­ 
tracted, the results of them might 
have been very far-reaching. Manu­ 
facturers, it is said, actually consid­ 
ered whether it would not be as well 
for them to go out of the business 
as far as the beating itself was con­ 
cerned. If they had done so the price 
of gold picture frames would have ad­ 
vanced at least 25 percent on ac­ 
count of that tariff on gold leaf. Art­ 
ists would have felt this very serious 
ly, since their frame-maker's bills are 
heavy enough as it is. Decorators, 
painters, sign makers, bookbinders, 
cabinet makers—a dozen trades would 
have been affected. All on account of 
about 100 women—or rather on ac­ 
count of the ungallantry of about 500 
men towards those women. 
Gold beating Is one of the few han­ 
dicrafts left. In Germany some ma­ 
chinery has been introduced, but the 
work accomplished is inferior. 
The 
knack of striking exactly the proper 
blow has not yet been transmitted to 
a steam hammer. 
The gold, 22 carats fine. Is melted 
and run through heavy rollers, com­ 
ing out a ribbon about an inch wide 
and of the thickness of blotting pa­ 
per. The ribbon is clipped into inch 
squares 
and 
placed 
between 
the 
leaves of a parchment book three 
inches square. This 
book is called 
the cutch, and contains tw'o hundred 
leaves. When it has been placed in 
a heavy parchment envelope it is giv­ 
en to a brawny workman with arm 
and shoulder muscles like a gladiat­ 
or. He stands 
before 
a pounding 
block of solid granite, and, with an 
iron hammer weighing 
15 
pounds, 
beats the cutch until the gold within 
is three inches square instead of one 
inch. The blow 
struck 
is not the 
crushing blow of a butcher’s ax; it 
must rebound lightly. The effort is 
expended In the upward swing of the 
arm and not in the stroke. Women, 
of course, have no part in this work. 
The gold is next cut in quarters and 
placed in another book called 
the 
shoda, 
which 
contains some 
850 
leaves. This book consists of a pe­ 
culiar substance made from the en-1 
trails of oxen. It is as fine and 
smooth and flexible as the lining of 
an eggshell. It is very costly, the price 
of a single book being $50. A book will 
stand 150 beatings, after which it is 
sold to manufacturers of imitation 
gold-leaf. 
The Bhoda is beaten with a lighter 
hammer and a more expert stroke. 
The idea is to make the leaf a little 
thicker on the edges than in the mid­ 
dle. This is in order that when he leaf 
is finally trimmed and sold the manu­ 
facturer and not the buyer will get the 
part. 
The man who beats the shoda was 
really the cause of the stnlce. Up to 
this time all the work Is in the hands 
of men. The transferring of the leaf 
from the shoda to the next book and 
the final beating has always been the 
work of women. A light touch and a 
deft hand are required to do this with­ 
out breaking the leaf, which has now 
been beaten to the thinness of ihe J 
thinnest tissue-paper. 
Some of the 
men say they wanted to take the work 
away from the women because they 1 
knew they 
could 
do it, 
and they 
thought they ought to be allowed more 
chance to sit down and rest from their 
severe labor. Others admit that they 
Bimply wanted to earn more money. 
One is interested to observe that 


the men are rather awkward in the ao* 
complishment of their now task. All 
seomod to work slowly. 
The last book is called the mould, 
and has 1000 leaves. In the gold tis­ 
sue is beaten to one-Tourth that deli­ 
cate thickness, and then the men are 
through with it. In time they may 
come to think they can handle it fur­ 
ther, but at present they resign it in 
its last stage to women. 
The girls sit at little enclosed desks 
in an almost airless room. The small- 
est draught of wind must be excluded, 
so light is the substance handled. As 
it is, quantities fly about, and settle în 
the girls* hair and clothing. The walls 
and corners glisten with it In front 
of each girl is a fine leather cushion, 
and at her side are piled the moulds. 
She turns the leaves and with the aid 
of two slender wooden tools, one a 
pincers and the other a kind of stilet­ 
to, lifts the shimmering gold, drops it 
on the leather cushion, and breathes 
on it gently to flatten it This must 
all be done lightly and quickly to n- 
void breaking. With two strokes of a 
wooden stamp called a wagon, some­ 
thing like a cooky-cutter, the gold is 
cut into a three and three-eighths in­ 
ches square. The trimmings are swept 
back into a box, and the gold is again 
lifted and dropped between the leaves 
of a tissue-paper book, where it be- 
f'omes the gold leaf of commerce. 
Twenty of them are sold together 
In a package. The retail price is $7.50. 
An 
expert workwoman can make 
from 60 to SO books a day. The work 
is delicate, not tiring, and but for the 
closeness of the room would be a de­ 
cidedly 
pleasant 
occupation.—Now 
York Post 


V ir itin ln ’s O v»ter-IJed n . 
Several days ago a veteran oyster- 
packer of Norfolk, Va., was heard to 
predict that if the state of Virginia 
does not look more carefully to the se­ 
lection of oyster inspectors, the oyster 
beds which have been and 
are Vir­ 
ginia's pride will in 10 years be worth­ 
less. 
This was not the prediction of an ex­ 
citable or an argumentative man, but 
of a quiet, conservative citizen who 
knows his business like the alphabet 
The system, he says, Is all right In 
theory, and would be all right in prac­ 
tice if proner attention were given to 
getting conscientious, efiicient men to 
enforce the laws. 
The trouble is said to be that oys- 
termen are often allowed to disregard 
the regulation in connection with tak­ 
ing the young oysters from the beds. 
When everything is taken up without 
discrimiation, the beds have no repro­ 
ductive material and become value­ 
less. This year oysters from the 
James and Rappahannock and other 
river beds, which used to yield oysters 
opening a gallon to the bushed, open 
only half a gallon to the bushel. 
Virginia should not suffer her mag­ 
nificent oyster interests 
to be de­ 
stroyed. She should 
not permit the 
goose that lays the golden egg to be 
killed before her eyes. If a shake-up 
in the inspection ^system Is needed, 
there should be no hesitation 
about 
performing the duty. The matter is 
important; look to it. The laws are 
good; but the trouble with the law gen­ 
erally nowadays Is that It Is not en­ 
forced with sufficient vigor.—Norfolk, 
Va., Landmark. 


Norway has successfully bocun the 
manufacture of i>oal fuel, to take the 
place of coal. 
Factories are run by 
oleetrlc power obtained from water- 
power, and the peat is dried and 
pressed into little bricks reiidy for the 
market. It is said that peat contains 
about elghty-llve per cent, of water» 
find the electric power furnishes the 
heat to drive this out. The system Is 
CO be introducpd into Ireland, whore 
peat, in a crude state* has long been 
used. 


Hitherto olectriclty has scarcely been 
used in Russia for the transmission of 
energy for great distances. Projects, 
however, are under way to utilize the 
waterfalls of Marva and Imatra. The 
Uussian Govorninent has granted a 
concession to a company to supply 
power to St. Petersburg from the Vol- 
hov rapids. The estimated cost of the 
enterprise is about $10.800.000. It is 
said that the power to be transmitted 
will equal 150.000 kilowatts, and the 
maximum transmission distance is ISS 
miles. The company has undertakeu 
to provide the public lighting of St 
Petersburg gratuitously. 
It is also 
intendod to use the colossal force of 
ihe Dnieper cataracts for the transmis­ 
sion of energy.

phia Telegraph. It was a bitter cold 
day, and a mite ot a boy, not over 
nine years old, had come In, wrapped 
in his overcoat. This ho peeled off, 
and deposited it on the pawnbroker’s 
counter. 
"Give me a dollar 'n’ quarter?” ho 
asked In pleading tones. 
‘•Dollar,” said the money-lender. 
“Oh, please, give me a dollar 'n’ a 
quarter!”

The boy was almost crying, and he 
begged earnestly

They are 
made up into chains of a length suit­ 
able to be w'orn around the nock. It is 
said that the planting and growth of 
Eucalyptus trees along the margins of 
swampy and malarious ground in 
Italy, such as part of the Roman cam- 
pagna, has had the beneflcent efToct of 
making the country more salubrious. 
The beads are made from the resinous 
wood of the Eucalyptua. 


The principle of the stereoscope has 
been successfully applied by Dr. Wolf 
in astronomical photography. 
The 
power of the stereoscope to make ob­ 
jects stand out from each other as they 
do in life is duo to the fact that two 
photographs are used In It, one taken 
from w'hore the beholder’s right eye 
w'ould see the object, and the other 
from which his left eye would see it. 
In Dr. Wolf’s Instrument—which he 
calls the stereocomparator—two photo« 
graphs of the same part of the heav­ 
ens are shown, one taken several 
weeks or months after the other, and 
thus any star that has shifted its posl< 
tloa will appear to stand a little Id 
front of or a little behind the plane lu 
which the neighboring stars lie. A re 
markable effect Is produced w'hen th< 
planet Jupiter Is included in the pho* 
tograph. It seems to be much noarei 
than the llxed stars, and some of it? 
moons are shown in front of it and 
some behind it. 


From study and Investigations ot 
borax and boric acid as food preserva­ 
tives, Dr. Victor C. Vaughan and WI1I< 
lam H, Veenhoer draw the following 
conclusion, as stated in American Med­ 
icine: "(1) The use of borax and bora- 
cic acid as preservatives in butter and 
cream Is Justified by both practical re- 
sidts and scientific 
experimentation, 
One-eighth of one per cent, of borax or 
boric acid delays the souring of cream 
at ordinary room temperature for 
about twenty-four hours, and when 
the preservative is Increased to 0.25 
per cent, another day elapses before 
souring takes place, and 0.5 per cent, 
will further delay the souring, 
(2,) 
The dusting of the surfaces of hams 
and bacon which are to be transported 
long distances Avith borax or boric 
add, not exi-eeding 1.5 per cent, of 
rhe weight of the meat, is effective and 
not objectionoble from a sanitary 
standpoint. (3) Meat tlius dusted does 
not become slimy, because the preser­ 
vative prevents the grov.'th of nerobic 
peptonia.'ug mlcro-organisnif!."

Fofgfery Cashed by cuntían. 


C. C. Worts5, a Hanover young man, ap- 
jwarod before Alderman Stager in York 
last week to answer to cliarges of forgery 
and embez/Jement preferred by C. F- 
Rodawig, York representative of the Re- 
public Benefit Association of Philadelphia. 
On the forgery charge Wort/, was commit- 
ted to jail to await the action of the grand 
jury. The embezzlement charge was held 
under advisement. 


The evidence offered in the case reveal- 
ed a decidedly peculiar and somewhat 
mazy course of conduct on the part of the 
prisoner, who was an ap:ent and collector 
for thr association in and around Hanov- 
er. Li the matter of the check it appear- 
ed that Wortz having if3.05 to remit to 
Samuel Gore, who foi* the time being was 
in charge of the York oiFice, paid that 
amount to his cousin, Samuel A. Wertz, 
a Hanover storekeejier, and received from 
the latter a check for §3.05 payable to Mr. 
(lore. The prisoner then wrote a letter 
to Mr. Gore, stating that a cjieck for §3.05 
was enclosed. 
Mr. Gore carefully exam- 
ined the envelope inside and out, but 
could find no check. 
Subsequently^young 
Wortz went to his cousin and asked for a 
duplicate check, stating that the original 
had been lost. 
Mr. Wertz declined to is- 
sue any duplicate. 


Shortly 'afterwards 0. C. Wortz ap- 
proached C. M. Bittinger, in his store at 
Bittinger P. 0., in this county, and after 
buying a nickel's worth of candy asked 
Mr. Bittinger to cash a check for himi 
The candy man examined the check and 
saw the endorsement of Samuel Gore and 
C. H. AVentz upon it. 


''Who is Wentz?" inquired Bittinger. 
"That's me/' replied Wertz. 


^^Who'sGore"" 
"Oil, he works out here in a saw mill." 
was the youthful collector's reply. 


As Mr. P>ittinger was familiar witli the 
signature of .Sanmel A. Wertz he paid C. 
C. AVortz the §3.05, and kept the check, 
which passing through the usual banking 
channels eventually came back to the is- 
suer. 


JMeantime Messrs. Rodawig and Gore 
became suspicious of Wortz, and on check-

§14, incidentally they got on the trail of 
the check, which, of course, Mr. Gore had 
never seen, and accused the young collect- 
or of the short-age, re(íonnnejiding him to 
settle up to avoid prosecution.

Fofgfery Cashed by cuntían. 
C. C. Wort/., a Hanover young man, ap- 
lK»arod before Alderman Stager in York 
last week to answer to cliarges of forgery 
and embez/Jement preferred by C. F^ 
Rodawig, York reprepcntative of the Re­ 
public Benefit Association of Philadelphia. 
On the forgery charge Wortz was commit­ 
ted to jail to await the action of the grand 
jury. The embezzlement charge was held 
under advisement. 
The evidence offered in the case reveal­ 
ed a decidedly peculi^ir and somewhat 
mazy course of conduct on the part of the 
prisoner, who was an agent and collector 
for thf association in and around Hanov­ 
er. 
Li the matter of the check it appear­ 
ed tliat Wortz having ^53.05 to remit to 
Samuel Gore, who foi* the time being Avas 
in charge of the York oifice, paid that 
amount to his cousin, Samuel A. Wertz, 
a Hanover storekeeper, and received from 
the latter a check for §8.05 payable to Mr, 
(lore. 
The prisoner then wrote a letter 
to Mr. Gore, staling that a cjieck for §3.05 
was enclosed. 
Mr. Gore carefully exam­ 
ined the envelope inside and out, but 
could find no check. 
Subsequently^young 
Wortz went to his cousin and asked for a 
duplicate check, stating that the original 
had been lost. 
Mr. Wertz declined to is­ 
sue any duplicate. 
Shortly ’afterwards 0. C. Wortz ap­ 
proached C. M. Bittinger, in his store at 
Bittinger P. 0., in this county, and after 
buying a nickel’s worth of candy asked 
Mr. Bittinger to cash a check for himi 
The candy man examined the check and 
saw the endorsement of Samuel Gore and 
C. H. AVentz upon it. 
^*Who is Wentz?” inquired Bittinger. 
“That’s me,” rej>lied Wertz. 
“Who’s Gore**” 
“Oh, he works out here in a saw mill.” 
was the youthful collector’s reply. 
As Mr. P>ittinger was familiar witli the 
signature of »Samuel A. Wertz he paid C. 
C. Wortz the $3.05, and kept the check, 
which passing through the usual banking 
channels eventually came back to the is­ 
suer. 
]\Ieantime Messrs. Roda wig and Gore 
became suspicious of Wortz, and on check­ 
ing up his accounts found him sliort about 
§14, incidentally they got on the trail of 
the check, which, of courpe, Mr. Gore had 
never seen, and accused the young collect­ 
or of the shortage, rec^ommending him to 
settle up to avoid prosecution. 
This he 
failed to do, and noAV if the sworn testi­ 
mony of six or eight witnesses is to be be- 
lieVed C. 0. Wortz faces a probable peni­ 
tentiary sentence just because he wanted 
300 paltry pennies and a nickel thrown in 
for good measure.

The horses are guid- 
ed by two nude male figures, each 
twelve feet high. 


The Fisheries Building, which is con- 
nected with the United States Govern- 
ment Building by a colonnade.

ROADSIDE FRUIT TREES.

Few things please me more than to 
see rows of apple trees bearing fruit 
along highways. 
Many applo trees 
are thus planted in western New York, 
and 1 know of no way of beautifying 
the roadsides more successfully. The 
apple tree Is an object of beauty and 
promise at all seasons of the year. No 
one can look upon au apple tree during 
winter wUiiout thinking of the abun- 
dance of healthful and beautiful fruit 
it will bear. 
As the tree opens Its 
leaves and expands Us millions of 
flowers, or as It Is tilled with various 
colore<l ri'ults as autumn approaches, 
It is an object of Interest and admir- 
ation.

Senator Foster, of Washington Stattf, 
has received a Macedouian cry for help 
from the ravages of big bears in Alas­ 
ka. If President Roosevelt ever again 
wants a glorious hunt for brulu. Sir. 
Foster Is willing to pilot him to the 
grounds where groat game Is plentiful. 
The Alaskan variety of bear is said to 
weigh from 1500 to 1800 pounds. 
A recent letter in Mr. Poster’s mail 
from Seattle tells the story. 
“We 
shipped 300 head of cattle and 9100 
breeding ewes to Kodiak, Alaska, last 
spring,” writes a firm of packers from 
that city. “The bears have been get­ 
ting into the bunch and have killed 
503 to date. During the mix-up about 
twelve bears were slain. About thirty 
days ago two bears got into the sheep, 
and after killing twenty-one sheep and 
tearing the coat off one man the bears 
were killed. The United States Slar- 
shal on hearing of this had all our men 
arrested for killing the bears. Five of 
our men were compelled to stand trial 
at considerable expense to us. 
“The bears are very numerous on tho 
Island,” concluded this letter, “and 
since they have tasted sheep the sheep 
are badly scared and are continually 
piling up.

DECEPTIVE IMPRESSIONS. 


ROADSIDE FRUIT TREES. 
“ 
Few things please mo luoro than to 
*eo rows of apple trees bearing fruit 
along highways. 
Many applo trees 
are thus planted in western New York, 
and I know of no Avay of beautifying 
tho roadsides more successfully. Tho 
apple tree Is an object of beauty and 
promise at all seasons of the year. No 
one can look upon au apple tree during 
winter without thinking of tho abun­ 
dance of healthful aud beautiful fruit 
it will bear. 
As tho tree opens its 
leaves and expands its niiiilons of 
flowers, or as it Is filled with various 
colore<l ri'ults as autumn approaches. 
It Is na object of interest and admir­ 
ation. 
There Is but little danger of 
the fruit of these roadside trees being 
seriously molested. 
If tho varieties 
are sununer fruits more of them would 
be taken by passers by than if they 
were winter fruits. 'B ut in cither case 
good crops can be gathered from these 
roadside trees; thus they aro doing 
double 
service, ouo as 
ornamental 
trees and the other as mortgage lifters. 
The soil along the fence Hue by the 
roadside has not been cropped, and is 
therefore more fertile than the soil of 
the fields adjoining.—Green’s Fruit 
Grower.

LILIES FOR FARM GROUNDS. 
The Avrlter is a constant advocatoof the 
ornamentation of farm grounds; not 
necessarllj' cxiienslve ornamentation, 
but tho setting of plants that aro more 
or less hardy, accovdlr.g to location, so 
that one may have increased beauty in 
the blossoms as the years go by, Lilies 
are among tho best ."nd hardy bulbs 
for the border on a farm, and, after 
tho first expense, aro so cheap that 
there should not be a farmhouse with­ 
out its Illy border, 
Tho illustratlou 
shows two of the bost hardy sorts, the 
upper blossoms being L. Auratum and 
the two lower ones L. Rubrum.
